The air is not less bitter Thursday, the 
eufferings of the poon none the less keen. 

All night the mercury hung about the zero 
mark. There was suffering in countless 
homes. 

The Weather Bureau holds out no imme- 
diate hope for milder weather. It may last 
for three weeks. There is certainly no pros- 
pect of balmy weather for a month ahead. 

The number of destitute has staggered 
the organized charities. With all their 
forces working day and night, they can 
reach but a fraction of the needy. Thou- 
sands of hungry people are depending on 
public charity given individually or through 
the police. 

In all but one instance, this is so un- 
Systematic that with prolonged cold weath- 
er thousands will be neglected afer having 
been tantalized with temporary relief. 

The instance referred to is in the Fourth 
Police District, where relief is given as in- 
telligently as through the organized chari- 
ties. 

The fact that 600 absolutely destitute fam- 
ies in that district have been fed and 
clothed and provided with coal by Capt. 
Joyce's men shows strikingly the inability 
of the organized charities to cope with the 
situation. 

According to the superintendent of the 
Provident Association there are 50,000 desti- | 
tute people tn the city. Thirty-two thous- 
and of these have been temporarily relieved. 

This leaves 18,000 poor stil! suffering ¢or

PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 
Scenes at a Place Where Charity Is Or- 


ganized. 


Judging from the throng of unfortunates 
that haunted the Provident Association 
headquarters Thursday morning a ittithe of 
the suffering has not yet been relieved. 

Before the machinery of the well ordered 
Office could be got in motion the hungry and 
ill-clad poor gathered in the hallway out- 
side the distribution rooms. 


Women and children chilled to the very 
bone on their way.to ‘the place of relief 
jostled’ each’ ‘other in their efforts to get 
near the heaters. 

Men stamped the floor with their ill-shod 
feet to warm their blood, made sluggish 
by cold and hunger. The ordinary indiv:d- 
ual with comfortable clothing would have 
said the hall was so warm as to be al- 
most stifling. 

At 9 o’clock nearly 200 persons had been 
admitted to the distributing rooms, the 
women entering the room to the right and 
the men the one to the left. Those of the 
women who desired immediate relief were 
sent across the hall and awaited their turn 
with the men. The crowd was a motley 
one. Black and white, neat and slovenly, 
young and old, mingled indiscriminately, 
each waiting with almost feverish anxiety 
for their names to be called by the dis- 
tributing clerk. 

At 10 o’clock 110 apprennss had been given 
relief of some kind. Many of them, espec- 
ially the women and children, were Biven 
orders for provisions. The men, as a rule, 
were given employment in tthe association 
wood yard. Heads of families were given 
orders for coal when necessary. 

Supt. Finney said Thursday morning: 
“This looks as if we are going to keep up 
an average of 300 a day. From present in- 
dications we will relieve more than that 
number to-day. There has not been the 
slightest hitch in the work so far. 

‘We have met every demand made on us, 
and will continue to do so if our friends 
stand by us as they have been doing. Up 
to Jan. 25 we received during the month

EXTRA SESSION WILL PASS ONLY 
A REVENUE BILL. 


SO SAYS CHAIRMAN DINGLEY. 


He Has the Backing, of Speaker Reed 
and They | Have 
Their-Way. heat 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—Chairman 
Dingley of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee has set Congress buzzing by his latest 
statement. He said to-day: 

“There will be no general legislation dur- 
ing the extra session of Congress. President 
McKinley will cali Congress in extraordin- 
ary session for the specific purpose of pass- 
ing a revenue bill. When we meet in March 
the bill will be ready to present to the House 
and it will be passed within thirty days, and 
sent to the Senate. Nothing else will be 
done by the House. We will adjourn from 
day to day, or take three day adjournments, 
according to the provisions of the Consti- 
tution. 

“The eyes of the country will be on the 
Senate alone. The House will not consider 
pension bills nor enter into any general 
legislation. We will simply remain nomi- 
nally in session until the Senate reaches a 
conclusion on the revenue bill, and then the 
measure will go into ,conference, where 
it will be perfected to suit both houses. 
I do not believe that the Senate will force 
a long session when nothing is under con- 
sideration except the ‘tariff bill.”’ 

Members who have been expecting to get 
legislation through in extra session when 
nothing is under consideration except the 
tariff bill are inclined to wax indignant. 
But what Mr. Dingley says is backed by the 
Speaker, and he holds tthe whip hand. 


DR. ABBOTT ON JONAH. 


Congregational Association Objects to 
the Minister’s Remarks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. Jan. 28.—Three days have 
passed since’ the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
pastor of the Plymouth Church, and one of 
the leading clergymen of the country, held 
up the story of Jonah and the whale to the 
r.dicule of his congregation, as told in the 
Post-Dispatch. Storms have been brewing 
since then, both inside and outside the 
famous church, It has been seriously ques- 
tioned whether a spl.t in the church might 
not follow utterances so extreme and hetero- 
dox. 

Outside the church the dissent has been 
marked and ‘n some instances angry. 
Among those who d.ssent are the members 
of the Manhattan Congregational Associa- 
tion, a club of minieters belonging to the 
same denomination as Dr. Abbott. They 
met in the South Congregational Church, 
Brooklyn, and she Abbott sermon was the 
chief topic of debate. After a b.tter debate, 
in which Dr. Abbott was severely arra.gned, 
a resolution censuring him by name was 
amended and the utterance and not the 
man was condemned. 

It is worthy of notice that fourteen years 
ago the same body of ministers voted some 
of Henry Ward Beecher’s utterances hetero- 
dox. Each Congregational Church ‘6 a law 
unto itself in the matter of doctrine, but 
there are certain condit‘ons of church fel- 
lowship which the members of the associa- 
tion say cannot be ignored.

Kansas City, 
the only member who voted against the 
Avery fellow-servant bill when it was called 
up for final passage in the House, is mak- 


ing an unique record for himself. In fact, 
Walmsley is looked upon as a genuine 
curiosity, inasmuch as he is one of the 
very féw legislators -who ever .came Qut 
openly and declared themselves opposed to 
fellow-servant legislation. In nearly every 
instance the statesmen say they are heart- 
ily in favor of a fellow-servant bill, but at 
the same time some of them lend their as- 
sistance to kill it by voting for divers and 
sundry amendments which somebody al- 
ways proposes. 

This is where Walmsley differs from the 
average legislator. He has now declared 
himseir opposed to a fellow-servant bill. Of 
coursé, his vote was enough to disclose this 
fact, but in addition to that Mr. Walmsley 
took the trouble to make a statement in 
the House yesterday reaffirming his al- 
legiance to the corporations. Representa- 
tive Porter of St. Louis asked him why he 
voted against the bill, and it was on this 
point that Walmsley arose to a question of 
personal privilege. 

In substance, he declared that he had no 
reason to bélieve that his constituents 
wanted a fellow-servant bill. The people 
who elected him were working men, he 
said, and he had never heard any of them 
say they wanted a fellow-servant bill. He 
looked upon such a law as being unconsti- 
tutional, and he branded it as class legisla- 
tion. Mr: Walmsley talked along this line 
for several minutes, and, as a matter of 
ceurse, such bold statements in opposition 
to the general sentiment of the House at- 
tracted much attention.

Revision of the Law Proposed by Rep- 
resentative Smith.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 28.— Rep- 
resentative Smith of St. louis introduced a 
bill in the House this morning providing 
for the repeal of the special jury law and 


enacting new sections in lieu thereof. The 
principal point to the bill is that it leaves 
the use of a special jury to the judgment 
of the court, the judge to ‘decide when a 
Special jury is necessary.

I should say _ that there are 4,000 or 
60,000 people in St. Louts destitute or entire- 
ly Senandent on charity.”’ 

President R. M. Scruggs was at the Provi- 
dent Association headquarters early Thurs- 
day, and spent an hour. superintending the 
work of relief. e- o 

“The work is_progress nt splendidly,”’ he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘The as- 
sociation has never faltered and will meet 
all demands. I notice that organized eharity 
has been criticised because it inyestigates 
cases before giving relief. The ovident 
Association is not open to such criticisms. 
We givo aid in emergency cases immediate- 
ly and without question. We would rather 
be cheated by ten unworthy persons than 
cause one worthy one unnecessary suffering. 
Our “agents are instructed to supply the 
needs of the destitute first and investigate 
afterwards if investigation is deemed nec- 
essary. When an agent finds a family in 
want he goes at once to the nearest grocery 
or coal yard, or both, and supplies the want 
before reporting to this office. 

‘'We feel that the association violates no 
trust placed in it by its supporters when 
it uses its funds tn this way. The great 
object is to alleviate suffering promptly. In 
cases of this kind a life might depend on 
prompt actton., ' 

“If the public Would only realize that 
suffering cannot be allayed except through 
organized charity the work of relief would 
be 100 per cent easier. Indiscriminate and 
injudicious giving causes the unworthy, the 

tramps and professional beggars to flock 
to the city and retard the work of organized 
charity. 

“If charitably inclined individuals would 
turn their money over to an institution like 
ours, it would be judiciously distributed 
mmong those who really need it. Misdi- 
rected charity is an injustice to the really 
worthy poor. 

“If the city did its rin | the streets would 
not be thronged at night with shelterless 
outcasts. If the city were to turn over to 
,the Provident Association a certain amount 
every year we would provide adequate she!- 
ter for the ‘homeless. We cannot do this 
et present because’ the conditi¢ng under 
which we receive money from the public 
“will not permit us to use the funds in that 
way. The city should realize that it would 
be to its interest to keep the homeless off 
the streets at night. e receive no aid 
from the city. -It shows no inclination to 
extend ‘help even in the present emer- 
@ency.”’ 

'. Mr. Scruggs was asked what he thought 
of Mayor Walbridge’s refusal to do any- 
thing to aid the suffering. 


‘‘Really,”’ he said, “I cannot answer that. 
It would be injudicious for me to express 
my opinion. ou can guess what I think

"CAPT. JOYCE’S RELIEF WORK. 
Six Hundred Families Saved From 


Hunger and Starvation. 


That the organized charities are unable 
to cope with the destitution brought on by 
the cold. spell is evidenced by the relief 
work done through the police of the Fourth 
District. 


Since Monday Capt. Joyce has aided 600 
families who’ were not reached by either 


the Provident Association or the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society. 
Some of these appealed to the police in 
sheer desperation. Others too proud to ask 
for assistance were saved from death by 
hunger and starvation by police officers 
who were commissioned: by their Captains 
to ferret out the unfortunates and bring 
them aid. 
The work of relief done through the police 
of this district has been systematic and 
widespread. The earnestness and intelli- 
gence evinced by Capt. Joyce in coping with 
the desperate situation that confronted him 
attracted public attention. He has been in- 
undated with contributions of money, 
clothes, coal and provisions. He has par- 
celed out everything that reached him in 
the way that it would do most good. 
The poverty-stricken area of the Fourth 
District extends from Lucas avenue to Cass 
avenue, the Levee to Twenty-third street. 
Before the recent reclassification of the 
Police Peper tment it was known as “the 
Bloody Third,” the stamping ground of pov- 
erty and crime. Capt, Joyce has suppressed 
, the lawlessness. The poverty he could not 
eradicate, but he has subdued its terrors. 
When the cold spell came nearly 1,000 fam- 
flies in the district were hopelessly unable 
to oa with its rigors, 

Capt. Joyce didn’t follow Mayor Wal- 
bridge's example and give the situation 
deep thought.” He called ten of hia oldest 
and most efficient officers and commissioned 
them to make a thorough investigation of 
the distress in the district and report back 
tohim. The policemen detatled for this duty 
were Officers O’Brien, Maher, Head, Quig- 
ley, Roach, Sadler, Ganley, Curran and Dor.

After the 
stories of distress were told in Monday's 
Post-Dispatch, the station became a receiv.

“These instances could be repeated a hun- 
dred-fold. It is the same story in every 
family,”’ said Capt. Joyce. ‘““The husband 
sick or idle, the mother, a widow, or a de- 
sen‘ed wife with a squad of youngsters to 
feed. They lived from hand to mouth while 
the weather was mild. They are helpless 
now. They must be helped as long as this 
weather lasts or they will die like rats. 
The good people of the city have responded 
nobly since the Post-Dispatch put the true 
stave of affairs before them, ut the work 
is just begun, It must be continued. Those 
who can give should give quickly. We shall 
send anywhere for clothing or provisions 
if notified. What we want most of all is 
shoes. 

“Smnce Monday we have distributed 2,500 
bushels of coal. If the cold snap continues 
a week we will need four times as much 


again. 

‘‘In all 600 families have been relieved, and 
from the reports of my men they are in such 
straits shat we will hage to after them 
until milder weather comes again.”’

STATE BANKS IN MISSOURI. 

The official report of Secretary of State 
Lesueur cowering the operation of the 
new State Bank Inspection law of Mis- 
souri hae been sent to the General Assem- 
bly. | i Ion 

The adoption of this law was forced b 
conditions which found their most con- 
spicuous And most disastrous illustration 
in the joint failure and suspension of the 
two banks at Slater, after a few years 
of ¢riminally negligent, if not actually 
corrupt, Management. 

At that time there was practically no 
such thing as State bank inspection in 
Missotr}, Perhaps the best evidence of 
how far the law fafled tO ifidi¢ate the 
ree] cénattion of suéh tnstititions is the 
fact trai one of the! most wonservative 
financiai institutions of St. Louis had 
loaned one of the 4npelvent,Slater banks 
$100,000 om eollatefal not worth over $40,- 
000. 

The new law is much more effective. It 
clothes the Secretary of State with much 
larger powers than did the old law. The 
Secretary diretts attention to this and 
says thdt the @énforcement of the law is 
giving more satisfactory results. But he 
says, what is doubtless true, that the 
business of private banking is still largely 
overdone, and that an inspection law 
cannot serve its highest possible useful- 
ness so long as too great latitude is given 
for the incorporation of weak institu- 
tiond. He thinks that the power of the 
State might justly be exercised for the 
proteetion of the people against such 
risk as these institutions bring to them 
by offering convenient but not safe de- 
positories for money. 

The question is one that should engage 
the earnest attention of the Legislature.

The questions involved in a radical re- 
duction of railroad rates are of a very 
serious character, and Hable to Refers 
reaching in their consequences ‘If @ m 
take is made in dealing with them, It is 
undeniable that, as a rule, cpl e re 
railways is done by those who can affor 
to pay the cost, if it is not unreasonable. 
The ‘developments of the last twenty 
years show that, im the main, the demand 
is for the increase and improvement of. 
accommodations rather than for lower 
rates. And this the railroads have in 
large degree responded to. Thefe can 
be no doubt that the train service, the 
car equipment, the shortening of time 
schedules and the like*have greatly con- 
tributed to the comfort gnd convenience 
of travelers since the present rates went 
into effect. 

The Post-Dispatch realizes that on 
this point the question is simply whether 
or not the railroads can afford present 
mmodationg at a lower rate—at the 
rate proposed in the bill now before the 
House at Jefferson City. If they can, they 
should be compelled to furnish them, be- 
cause they enjoy highly valuable fran- 
chises given them by the people of the 
State. But there is another question 
whieh should be settled in the affirmative 
before the proposed reduction is insisted 
upon, Can the railroad companies be 


subjected to the reduction of rates, with- 


out reducing wages or throwing more 
men out of employment? 

That is the vital-»point of the whole 
matter, The Post-Dispatch is not pre- 
pared to admit that they cannot simply 
becauge certain of the railroad officials as- 
sett'it; These officials may. be speaking 
in entire good faith, yet/ experiénce has 
shown that the railroad companies have 
aceepted and flourished under much in 
the past which their spokesmen declared 
would destroy them as public highways. 
But the step should not be ventured upon 
without very careful consideration, or 
without being reasonably sure as to the 
results. The Democratic party in par- 
ticular does not care at this time to be 
made. responsible for any wholesale re- 
duction in wages or for any large addi- 
tions to the already swollen army of the

THE STATE NORMALS. 

Before taking actfon on Representative 
Aydelott’s bill for closing the State Nor- 
mal schools at Kirksville, Warrensburg 
and Cape Girardeau and substituting a 
single Normal school as a branch of the 
State University, the Legislature would 
do well to consider the question carefully, 
If State Superintendent Kirk is correctly 
quoted, more normal schools instead of 
less are needed by the State for the prep- 
aration of teachers, 

According to Representative Tribble, 
Supt. Kirk’s report contains the state- 
ment that “of the 500 full graduates of the 
State normal schools and of the School of 
Pedagogy at Columbia most of them are 
required for principalships and high 
school positions. Of the sub-graduates 
of the State normal schools only about 
2,000 are left for the village and country 
echools. But we need fully 10,000 such 
teachers. The crying need in Missourij 
is for trainéd teachérs for the. rural 
schools, Our private schools, professing 
to prepare teachers for teaching’, have 
not the facilities to do the work. They 
have not the libraries nor the scientific 
apparatus, nor the teaching force neces- 


|sary to give professional training, and 


they do not give it; moreover, the two or 
three leading‘schools of this kind under- 
take a eourse of instruction ‘almost co- 
extensive with the university, while their 
students are hurried over the subject in 
such a superficial manner as to be unable 
to get into the university on equal footing 
with the graduates of approved public 
high schools.” : 
Representative Aydelott’s idea is evi- 
dently to limit the State Norma) schools. 
His bill reads ‘‘to the end that private en- 
terprise in the way of establishing norma! 
schools and colleges may be encouraged.” 
The State Superintendent shows that such 
private schools have not shown them- 
selves equal to the task. 
No work that the State can undertake 
is of more importance than the prepara- 
tion of teachers for the public schools. 
The Legislature should take cate to do 
nothing that will impair that work in any 
way.

ECKELS’ IDEAS. 


SAYS SHE IS 127 YEARS OLD. 


Finance Discussed by the Comptroller 
of the Currency. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Comptroller 
Eckels of the Treasury Department to-day 
eave his views upon the financial condition 
of the country ‘to the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency. Several bills intro- 
duced by the members of the House had 
been referred to Mr. Eckels for his judg- 
ment, and, beside giving his views upon 
the money question in general], he analyzed 
these. While there was no doubt of the 
necessity for changes in the Government 
financial system, Mr. Eckels said, the pub- 
lic was disposed to attribute too much of 
the existing troubles to the lack of mon- 
etary legislation, Overtrade, overproduc- 
tion and extravagance in private and pub- 
lic expenditures, partly induced by specula- 
tion, were largely responsible for the coun- 
iry’s business difficulties. The day had 
passed when the volume of money was its 
most important factor. Improved facilities 
for transportation and methods of exchange 
had lessened the importance of a large vo!- 
ume. Improved credit was more important. 
The first essential was the stability of pub- 
lic credit. The apparent reluctance of the 
people of the United States to redeem their 
public obligations was the chief cause of 
distrust.

“GOSLOW” INCLUDES PER DIEM. 


THE SHIP CANAL . SCHEME. 


Revived Along With Telephone Regu- 
lation, Woman Suffrage, Pool 
Punishment, Etc. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Jan, 23.—The mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, especially 
those in the House, put on their “best 
clothes’”’ yesterday and determined that 
‘yiothing shall be done én haste this ses- 
sion. We must consider all matters care- 
fully and considerately.”’ With this view in 
mind every attempt to force quick legisla- 
tion, no matter whether good, bad or in- 
different, was side-tracked and “given time 
for consideration.”’ 

The Republican mafority started this 


idea and were soon sorry of it, when a few 
moments later Maj. Buckner, the only col- 
ored member of the AsSémbly, endeavored 
to have a Cuban resolution passed. The 
emt ay committee saw ° themselves cor- 
nered, but stood their ground and ordered 
the resolution to “regular order,” and re- 
ferred it to Federal Relations. A pretext 
was made that “‘annexation of Cuba to the 
United States’’ was the objectionable point. 
This was only a subterfuge. Mr. Hall, the 
Democrat who originated the Cuban sym- 
athy business, endeavored to slip his reso- 
ution in with Buckner’s, but it too was 
swiped to the Federal Relations Commit- 
tee. One member stated, as the speaker 
side-tracked ‘the Democratic resolution: 

We are going to do this business our- 
selves and need no help. from you’uns.” 
This idea will be maintained throughout 
the session. 

An inquiring member asked the Speak- 
er: ‘“‘What about our pay?” which brought 
forth a series of debates that became gen- 
eral upon adjournment. It was stated that 
an old law held that one Assembly could 
not provide for salary for its own uses, 
and that many members of the Assembly 
that enacted the $1,000 session salary were 
members of this Legislature, and therefore 
could receive but $5 per diem. These hold- 
over Senators are kicking like Texas bron- 
chos, and swear they will receive the same 
pay as the members of the’ House. The 
Attorney-General] hay been requested to fur- 
nish the Legislature with an opinion on 
the matter, and he says he will do so soon. 

What few members failed to draw their 
first half of their $1,000 on the first day of 
the present session now find themselves 
short on cash and long on board bills. The 
Auditor of Public Accounts says he has 
no money on hand and cannot pay them; 
that they will be*obliged to wait until April 
1, when ‘tthe general tax collections are re- 
ceived. The members swear they won’t 
wait another week, but will appropriate 
enough to give them their hard-earned pay 
if they have to borrow it from St. Louis or 
any other old place, 

- The Blections Committees aré considering 
the three contests now on hand and prom- 
ise a settlement some time next week. Wit- 
nesses are being examined daily by the 
committees. A recount of all ballots in 
the contested districts seems probable.

FREEZING OUT 
COMPETITION, 


CITY LIGHTING CONTRACT EX- 
CLUDES OUTSIDE BIDDERS. 


NO COMMERCIAL PRIVILEGES. 


Guccessful Company Must Build Con- 
duits All Over Town and Make 
Its Money Out of the City. 


Outside bidders will not have a fair 
chance on the contract for lighting the city 
with electricity for twenty years from Jan. 
1, 1900. 

The Board of Public Improvements has 
all along contended that its object in call- 
ing for bids so early was to make possible 
the widest competition. But it has drawn 
Specifications which they think will effect- 


ually defeat this end. 

The contract will carry with it no fran- 
chise to do commercial lighting. 

An outside company, if it should get the 
contract, would have ‘to confine itself to 
the city’s business or else purchase the 


* franchise of an existing company at per- 


haps exorbitant terms. 

A universal conduit privilege goes with 
the contract, but it is so worded that it 
does not embrace conduits to carry com- 
mercial wires, The privilege is extended 
in the form of an obligation. The contract 
Bays: ‘“‘All wires, tubes, cables, conduits, 
conductors of electriciiy and other appur- 
tenances which are necessary or required to 

constructed or used in carrying out the 
provisions of this contract shall be placed 
wnder ground.” 

This places the successful bidder under the 
obligation of laying conduits all over the cily 
‘without permitting it to make use of them 
for commercial purposes. 

. A company which already has a commer- 
cial franchise could put the conduits down 
and make double use of them. 

The conduit district defined by the Keyes 
ordinance extends only from the Levee tu 
Twenty-second street and Wash to Spruce 
streets, but the district will probably be 
extended, and for this reason the company 
which does the municipal lighting for the 
next twenty yearg will have to go under- 
ground at once all over the city. 

No outside or new company can get con- 
duit privileges for commercial purposes in 
the present district except by purchase from 
‘These franchises will 
therefore become very valuable, and an out- 
“de company would probably be asked to 

an impossible figure. 

e letting will attract attention all over 
the country. Already Supervisor of City 
Lighting A. J. O’ Reilly hag received requests 
for copies of the form of contract and speci- 
fications from the following: Century En- 
gineering ©o., Cleveland, O.; J. Belden 
Adams, Sangaluc, Mich.; Central Electrical 
Co., Lexington, Ky.: Telegraph and Tele- 

hone Service Co., New York, and H. W. 

ryden, Lafayette, Ind. It is doubtful, 
though, if they will bid after they have read 


the contract. 


The St. Louis people who have applied are 
E. G. Bruckmann, Charles Sutter, Laclede 
Gas Co., Edison iNuminating Co. and tthe 
Citizens’ Electric Light and Power Co. 

It is possible that all the bids will be 
higher than the city is able to pay. The 
gity lighting is now costing about $300,000 a 
Year, but the Edison people say they are 
making no money. The new contract will 
call for a great many more lights. Besides 
that, the cost of putting the wires under 
ground will be figured in by the bidders. 
This will be considerable. Conduits will 
have to be laid in every street and alley 
where electric lights are used. They wiil 
cost a great deal more than overhead wir-

The Edison Company, which now has the 
contract, has the greatest interest in de- 
lay. Although the company claims to have 
lost lots of money on its present contract, 
it wants ‘the new one badly. Its system of 
w-res is now overhead. It will have to 
change to the conduit system, and will 
probably not use the .old wires, but it al- 
ready ‘has its power-house and generating 
plant. If it can only delay things long 
enough i3 will be able to get the contract at 
its own price. 

The contract — that the plant be 
in operation by Jan. 1, 1900.

MARTIN’S MEASURE NO § IM-

BOTH PARTIES EQUALLY GUILTY 


Until This Feature Is Remedied Law- 
yers Say Convictions Cannot 
Be Secured. 


“What will be the effect of the Martin 
anti-lobby bil, provided it is passed by the
